fer that all npirita are wise and well-mean- 
ing. because the pranks of the mischievous, 
the Nes of the decultful and the violence of 
the malevolent may In the long run, through 
E kindly ministrations of thetruly bene- 
tent, be turned to useful account.

Ofcourse, those who believe that wise 
uud good spirits lle to avert what they deem 
greater evils, may ba expected to do the 
same themselvea, ond each will claim the 
right of deterinininz from hia own salish 
slundpoint what is a greater evil The 
selfish marchant or dealer in any commodity 
naturally thinks |t a greater ovil that he 
should lose the proüts of n good bargain 
than that be should fib a little to hia 
customer. The ardent politiclan iy sure 
that thie ipd ot the opposing party, with 
the loas of all the spolla of office, would be a 
vastly greater evil than unlimited lying st 
the hustings nnd cheuting at the ballot 
box. The fathers of the church are said to 
huve commended lying "for the glory of 
God;" while modern ctiergymen sometimes 
think it in safer to preach as truth what 
they really belleve to te fable, and modern 
editors often not only “modify” and “adult- 
erate” the truth, but actually change it lato 
a lie—all, no doubt, to avert what thoy think 
would be a greater evil,

Like life, death Is being thrust upon Bll 
Death is the dissolution of a partnerahlp 
temporary In its charactar between life and 
p urgunism. This partnerahip must 

dissolved; wiiilug or unwilling wo must 
al! die. , Our death becomes an event, the 
resulta of which we can no more evada or 
escupe than those of life, and ita subsequent

Fors and motiun nre not 
mind ant apirit, nor dp they stand In any 
analogy to them because they are qualities 
of being, whereas mind or being is exial- 
ence itself, In the one case we know ihat 
they are the result of mechanical xcu 
and that the machine which produced those

WMlowever 
much povsy there ds in the early morning 
milking of the luwing kine, in merry mnid- 
ens.batunectpg thelr brimming palts of foamy 
and fragrant awcetneas, In the cool. sweet 
dairy, or shaplay gotden globos of delleiuua 
butter; under it all Hes good, hard. honest 
work, remoraetess und unwearled. Mra, Ho- 
bert Dato Uwar, herself a notably practical 
woman, used Lo aiy, that the care bestowed 
on every acticle indaara, was more than 
equal to the labor of its production. That 
la, the Jabor uf manufacturing n carpet waa 
less than the making, cleaning anid sweep- 
Ing Jb unth 1$ waus worn out. A Title retlee. 
tlon will show that ahe waa right. And all 
this work devolves upon woman's muscles, 

It ls computed that in dalricsseveno-teotha 
of the toll Is done by them; in many cuses, 
the proportion is much greater. And yet, 
thiaso or this army of tollers, working from 
early morning untl Into the night, who are 
married, are aupposed to be “supported by 
thelr husbands, At tho woman's death, the 
man takes every thing: It in already hia. 
AL hia decease, the wife and mother his ber 
thirds; the minor children have a pnardian 
appointed. and the home secured by the Joint 
industry of both, is broken utr, and tlie pro. 
perty divided, If there are elec children 
clamoring for their share, or if the execur 
tora Bo decide. 

This outlook ia before her, if sha outlives 
her husband, through her work, In looking 
after breakfast, dloner and pupper, washi- 
ing. Ironing. cleaning, baking, sewing and 
mending. For the inotated farmer's wife, 
independent and delightful in many waya, 
js too often tu tha housewife a weary round, 
where work is never done. Tho fact that 
this class contributes more to inaano nay. 
Juma than any other, furnishes [ho most 
terrible prou of grent wrong somewhere, 
Overwork, the absence of genial aoclety, the 
unsiaked thirat for Lenuty, retlnement, so<l- 
AL exbileration, recreation, and for fresh 
magnetism of avery kind, contributes great- 
ly to make the mistress of. the country 
household lose ambition, EP and saptra. 
tion. That country life which should be 
the most natural and Inspiring, becomes a 
pall whieh presses the soul out of the body. 
and quenches the radiance of generous eme- 
tions, ju those who are horitors of all that 
could, properly cherished, make existence s 
priceless blesalng. J 

In molt cases, there are ton many kinds 
of work done under one roof, I beleven 
radical change in this respect meat surely 
come. Neighborhood laundries might, eco- 
nomicaily managed, take out of the house a 
weekly nulsance. A neighborhood bakery, 
too, might furniah the bread.

amber,” hands them duwn, with the chief 
p "sho have mite history,” wn- 

uimed In perfect lucidity y a permanent 
process, in the freshness of the hour af ac 
tion, for the contemplation of generations 
to follow., 

The nume of Thomas Rowlandson, the 
çaricnturist is propa. that best known in 
the annala of old-fashioned pictorial aatire. 
More than a century bas elapsed since the 
mirth-loving publie aeran lu appreciate hja 
skih and humor, but ols fame, which has 
survived Lhat of consecutive generations of 
professional workers, has increased rather 
than diminished, and has Heen confirmed by 
the verdict of posterity. 

Yet comparatively scant information has 
been hitherto accessible ag to the individ 
unt; Che extent, cleverness and. versatility 
of his powera are but partially familier, ex- 
cept to a limited clrcie of his admirers, the 
Lhe special fow who are able to indulga the 
aomewhat costly hobby of caliecting his 
productions. 

The inadequate reputation of having furn- 
ished qunaint iHustrationa ta “The Threo 
Tours of Doctor Syntax,” und of having de- 
signed fantastic devices to "The Dance of 
Death," is the limited notoriety that Is, 
Popularly accorded to a most felicitaus and 
probe setlist, who deserves special distinge 
tion in very various branches of his chosen 
yocalion. 


It in believed that a closer acquaintancy 
with Rowlandson and with bts widely dis- 
persed productions will be welcome to the 
section of society to whom pleasant humor 
is not distasteful; under tle eneourazement 
of this assurance, the present volumea—the 
preparation of which, owing to the scarcity 
ofthe materials and the difficulty of tracing 
them, demanded both patience and persev- 
erance in no ordinary degree—are offered 
the public after many years’ gleaning in fur. 
gotten corners, out-of-the-way directiona, 
aod flelda afar. 


Rowlandson existed In an age that was at 
once realistic and fantastical, which he has 
üttingly illustrated ; he noted fashions, 
caprices, and wayo of life that were curious 
studies in his day, and which lose none of 
their pungency nfter the intervention of 
change, or when looxed back upon through 
the hale of time, progress, and [mpruve- 
menta of various descriptions. : 

Amid much mirth, fun, frivolity, Giddling, 
and flirtation, we recugnize a dug propor- 
tion of earnest effort, sustained mucrilice, 
and strong aspirations. We mark tlie politi- 
cal struggles which covered. the era, the

reference to the positive aide of hin philoso- 
phy nnd fuith. Herbert. Spencer does not 
recognize the existance of a persona), InLellj. 
gent Delty, and must be elnased by Dr. 
Fisupougn with Atheists; but will jt be 
claimed y any sane man Last the author of 
“First l'rinoipies" and "The Synthetia Phi- 
losophy," Is à "negationiat ?'' 

"Bextual purity," says tlie Doctor, “muy be 
defended upon many prudential nud,aocie- 
tary grounds comman to raligioniata and 
non religionista, but [ challenge Afr. Under. 
woad or any of hls co-negatloniats to defend 
it strictig on the grounds of Athelam as 
such, or to prove that Mr. Bennett has not, 
conslitered simply ns an Atheist, glvan n 
practical Htustralion of his doctrine.” 

Certainly nu one claims that moral obliga.

AIL hands wore put on tha table so nstojform 
a chain, nobody being able to move a finger 
without his neighbor noticing it. Tho per. 
sons sitting next the Englishman were 
closely observing his stightest movements. 
The lights were extinguished, but ag the 
adjoining rooms were lighted up, whieh 
could be clearly seen through the cravices 
of the door, nobody could enter the room 
that waa being used for tho sdunce without 
‘being obaerved. After walting for a few 
'morpents, the conversation still going on, 
the things lying an the table were beginning 
to move about. The guitaiwas fuuched 
and, £o Judgeby the sounds proceeding from 
the playing, was hovering about the “room 
near tha ceiling. In returning to Ita form- 
er place, several persons were lightly touch: 
ed by 1L, Thon the musical box began play- 
jog. and was carried over the honds to n 
torner of the room, tll it flniahed playlng;

In my fast article, | pnt upon record à 
hitherto unwritten chapter in tho latory 
of the Utiez Convention. In thtaarticle. la 
further illustration of the pawer af spirits 
to control vast bodies of excited people, I 
nhall present the reader with an equally ro- 
mur lalite chapter tn the hiutesy of nn equal: 
by celebrated conyention—a chaptar which 
likewise reaviobles the one that I have 
recorded of the t'tiea. Convention, In the 
fuct that, s0 fur as I know, It was nob puli 
lishied, or even referred to, In any of the 
npiritual papara of thut day or alnce; and 
it muy therefore, like theuther, te catled an 
unwritten chapter, so far at least as the 
spiritual papers sre concerned. If was 
p opein howover, somewhat at length, 

y one and, uo fur us 1 know, only oue paper 
Inthe United States, the New York Z'ríbutic 
of Sunt, Jat, 1858. K 

Aa I stated in my Jast article, the Utica 
Convention lasted three days, beginning 
Friday morning and atosing Sunday even- 
Ing. Juat one weak ufterwarda, the celu 
brated Klantone Cirventlon came off, be- 

tnning also on Friday and closing on Sun- 
day. Of this convention I bad heard noll- 
ing until I reached Utica. 

From Utica, my friend Mra, McCormick 
fad myself went to vistl our children at 
Jamostown, N. Y., where they were nt 
Bchool. ‘There we met quite a number of 
persons who Intended to go to tho conven- 
tlon at Kigntane, which is only seven miles 
distant frum Jamestown. Though strongly 
urged to accompany them during the first 
daya of the convention, yet I declined, On 
Sunday, however, Dr. Wellington procured 
n large bay wagon, fitted it up with & row 
of seats on each side, and [n [t some twelve 
or fifteen of us made onr way over lo Kian- 

"lone. AB Boon us wo started a feeling of 
great depression came aver me, no that, 
without knowing why, | wept during the 
greater part of the jaurney. 

Tho convention had been called by a purty 
of Spirituatists who were then ilving nt 
Kinntone in n kind of camp life, jo the ex- 
pectalion of eventually establishing a great 
city and a new order of thinga on earth. In 
this they were, as they belleved, to be nided 
by a host of uncient spirita who formerly 
liyad in that same locality, £n. whut waa 
called the Harmouial City, which some great 
convulsion of the earth had awullowed up, 
burying an immense amount of treasured 
that were now to be recovered and used [n 
the re-establishuent on earth of a state of 
things similar to that which ex{ated In the 
Harmoniat City at the time of Its destruc- 
tion, beginning with the people already liv- 
ing at Klantone as a nucleus. . 

With this Xiantone movement, I had not 
the siightest sympathy. And 1 will here 
easy that I have never had the slightest 
sympathy or least feeling of co-operation’ 
with any of the numerous attempts that 
have alcoudy been made, or are now baing 
made, to organize Spicitualiam, and to cir- 
cumscribe and isolate Spiritualists from the 
reat of the world. That would make them 
simply an excrescence which would surely 
and deservedly slough off, und die. To be 
n power in the world, whether forqoud or 
for evil, Spizituatists must rexbalu inror- 
porated into thé henrt and core'of the world. 
At the Klantune Convention, therefore, na 
„At tie ond at Utica, I conaidered myself 
alioply n npeetator—un observer—not à Co- 
operator. I waa, however, treated with tha 
politeness and civillty due to one who had 
far years labored eurneat!y, continuously, 
self aucrilluingly, And, E balleve, not inef- 
ficiently, in tbe spiritus! movement; atd a 

-5alelegntion of two speakers waa sent to in- 
vite me to occupy the publie platform, and 
to participate with them asaspeakor. This, 
however, [ bad to decline; and after walk- 
ing around and taking a general survey of 
the people, the linuses, and the pecullaritiea 
and salten points of the experiment there 
comtuenced in the new order of thinga, 1 
returned to my seut (n the hay wagon which 
bad conveyed rne to the grounds, 

Bumetime in tha afternoon, a lady, said to 
be a medinm arose on the platform, and 
began to ridicule and burlesque the project. 
ed new order of things on earth and the 
peuplo who were eogaged In it. A large 
msujurity of tha vast multitude who listen- 
el to ber remarka, were totally Ignorant of 
the actual doings and expectations of tha 
peuple who had’ located at. Kiantone, until 
Huy were revenled in their moet ridicnlous 
and offensive aspect Ly this lady speaker, 
who, Uy the way, had been the prime moter 
in having the convention called. Her re- 
marks created un intense excitement in the 
immense concourse of five ar six thonsund 
peuple there assembied. This excitement 
soon took a riotous form, aud the lady 
speaker hud to be removed from the plut- 
furm by her friends. The rioters, however, 
reacued her from them, nnd placing her in 
an open wagon, surrounded it to protect 
her, and tuld Ger to go on with her expoe- 
ure in the meantime another crowd clear. 
ed the platform of ai] the speakers nnd 
other occupants, and taking possession of It 
themselves, gave vent to the wildest and 
must excited denunciatlons of every body 
and every thing connected with the Kian- 
tone organization for the insuguration of 
the new order of thínga onearth. Thbecon- 
tagious exultement apreud througbont the 
entire assembly; and, in the fary of wild 
and clamorous contentlona, Lot, menacing 
words passed bet ween individuals and canes 
were uplifted. Tho prevailing spirit seem- 
ed to be to clear the entire groands of every 
thing connected with the Kiantone move- 
ment No one had ihe alightest power over 
the tempestuous sea of people. 

Ip tbis condition of-things, without 
any thought or design on my own part, 
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] row to my feet In the buy- wagon, 
A power superior to myself bad full puses- 
sion uf. both my inind and my body. 
have no recullection of what I said beyond 
the fact that appealed to the constitutional 
righlsof American citizens tothe undlaturh- 
ed exercina and enjoyment, of their religious 
opinions. Noon the most profound silence 
Ruceeeded tha turgullaous uproar, und, at 
Lhe elose of a speech of about an hour's du: 
ration, the vast assembly which bad crowd- 
ed up closely around the bay wagon fu which 
[ stood, gave expressiop,ln tones bottdoud 
nud long, to their uppheeclation and &pprov- 
aul:of what had been said. I remalned 
„Banding in my wagan for atfll another hour 
recelving the hand-ahakIngihanks, and ceon- 
HERR UTE of hundreds, many of whom 

elleved that my mediumsblp hal been the 
means of saving the convention fram a 
fearful riot. Among tho number was n 
gentleman who climhed into the wagon,and 
extending hla band to mae, exclaimed: *l 
haye wen a miracle performed today. I

Accordi 1o tha record, Morgan wan of 
Welch orlgin, well-born, and a mnn of great 
natural fares na* well n4 acquired accom. 
poean - The laland of Jamates, taken 

rom Spain tthe Engijah im 1025, was the 
great tem[ezvous of the freebouters. Bela 
of a-rpatieus, roving, Uriwe spirit, and above: 
ai) a born commander—one of riyla's 
able-tien -Morgan soon gained the leader. 
ahip of the bold aea-rovers, and began a 
series of dopredations attended with aleken- 
mg ctuehy, carnage and blood, Among 
other placea, he captured afd sacked Porto 
Hilo, then à strongly fortified place (about 
twenty miles east of the present town of 
Colon), murdered the garrlsan and many of 
the inhabitants. After several days of wild. 
licensa and debauchery, hearing that tye 
Guvérnur of Panawa was coming wilh a 
large force to retake tho place, the coraalr- 
captaln sout a present witha polite message 
to Hla Excellency, promising that ho would 
Visit Panawa soon, then tonded ils ships 
with treasure and merchandise and. salled 
Rally nway. 

According to the promise, the next ydar,, 
A.D. 1000, Morgan Tide an attack upon 
fort San Larenzo, at the mouth of the Cha- 
area river, preliminary to crossing aver to 
the Pactic. The fort waa bravely defended 
und it seemed doubtful if.tho pirates would 
succeed, In the holtestof the light, ag the 
story foes, ono of the beslegera waa mortall 
wounded with an arrow, As a Jast/net, ho 
tore tha dou missive from his bleeding:

wards the fort and expired. The ight rageg 
on; but o great smoky wag seon Lo issue 
from the Spanish stronghold. and it was 
soon discovered that the barracks of the 
à grin were on fire.

Iscbarge had set fire to the feathora of the- 


arrow-sb3ft, which bad. falten; upon the 
thatched {Vof O? the qdartera inside the fort. 
aud sogn caused a general epnitsgratlon and 
panic, under pressure of which an uüncondi- 
tional surrender wna le. 

Thence, on the Isih df Auguat, 1630, Mor-. 
gan left. vla tho Chagres river, with Lwelve 
hundred mon to attuck the rich und famous, 
city of Panama, which was in those daya 
the depot of at) the fabulous wealth towing 
towards the mother country fram Peru. 
The hardships of that Journey paralle? arp- 
thing of the kind recorded in history, With- 
uut food, exposed In opan boats to thu alter- 
nate delugea of rain and scorching tropical 
aun, in cunsant danger of pinbuab and de- 
steuctlon. at every -turn of the windin 
stream, for ten weary daya they. toll 
against the rapid current until at last the 
reached the low hills, nt the fest of whic 
T'anama and the placid Paciiic greeted thelr 
rapaclous sight, With brief delay, though 
worn with fatigue and starvation, the brave 
leader rushed down with hia twelve bnr- 
dred, and gave battle to the army of defense, 
upon the open plain behind the city, The 
record naya that the Panama forces consiat- 
ed of “400 horae, +4 Companies of foot of 100 
eacb, 60 Indiana und some negro slaves, why 
were tu drive 2000 wild bulls upon, the bu- 


niers,” . 

Notwithstanding the fearful odda, realat- 
ance was of nontvall. Likedevils Incarnate, 
the Invaders roshed upon the bpanish fors- 
es, carried death and dismay avery where, 
and were soon masters of the proüd and 
wealthy city.

An ectual commn- 
nion with ilim Is nowhere within this mod- 
eru sclentific comaltign or récognition. 

A leading medical journalt Several years 
since contalned an editorial artiele upon 
thin subject, which Eun DEAD expressos 
the view taken by physicians who alone 
may be esteemed to be learned and regular, 
“Numa, Zoroaster, Mohammed, Sweden- 
SOR iL remarks, “claimed communion 
with higher spirita; they were what the 
Greeks called entheast.—'Irymeraed in God! 
—t striking word which Byron Introdnced 
into our tongue." W, B. Carpenter describes 
the condition as an auéematic action of the 
brain. The inspired ideas, he says, arise in 
tbe mind suddenly, spontaneous!y, but very 
vividly, at some time when thinking of 
some other Lopic, Francia Galton defines 
genlus to be “tne automatic activity of the 
mind as distingaisiied from the effort of 
the wlil—the Ideaa coming by Inspiration.” 
This action, the editor remarks, is largely 
favored by a condition spproaohing mental 
disorder—at least by ons remote from the 
ordinary working-duy habita of thought 

This 13 about the attitude which modern 
“exact science" haa attained in its under- 
standing of man when inspired, or in the 
atate regarded as communion with the 
Deity. We fail to find any better explans- 
tion in its definitions. Whoever would 
know tbe truth of the matter must “go 
up higher.” ft is hardly acceptable reaacn. 
ing that inspired ideas coming !n the 
mind spontaueousiy, Indicata a condition 
approaching meutal disorder, becauae they 
Beem Lo be remote from ordinary habits of 
thought, In every-day ilie many faculties 
are atrophied, because of not haáving bean 
duly exercised. On the other hand, any 
habitual empicyment becomes more or lesa 
automatic, and even involuntary, What we 
habitually do, and often thething which we 
papoa to do, Oxea Itself upon us, insomuch 

we perform it almost unconsciously. 
We awake from sleep at the hour assigned; 
we become suddenly conacious of a faet or 
Idea from specific association ; and do things 
that we are not aware of or thinking about. 
The man who has the hablt of speaking the 
truth may do so automatically. Honest aud 
upright dealing may be praeticed In the 
BaRIDO wer Goodness becomes a part of the 
being, and is fixed In the ganglia and Bbers 
ofthe brain.

Nu more is 
proved by this than by the fact, equally 
well estavlished that shocks apd excitement 
often restore paralyzed limbs and functions. 

As for fasting and prolonged intense 
mental action, they are methods in every 
studlous endeavor todevelop amore perfect 
perception. They ure legitimate aida to en- 
uble the tind to get beyond the impedi 
Inents to Cieur thinking and intuition, into 
a higher Bpirttual demain. There is no 

grbidneas of abnormality in this, but a 
closer Approaching to the Source of real 
knowledge. Ucieuce owes more to such 
methods than scientists are aware or will- 
lng to acknowledge. [t in not fair to ceita 
them a» argumenta against spirituality. 

Tin entheastic condition indicate, a life 
that is lived beponod and avava the physical 
senses. [ttis a alate of Hlurntnatinn rather 
than a receiving uf messages from the Di- 
vinity. lndeei,. it is safe to afüirin that 
there are ho new revelutions.

Wonderful Preservation of a Shipwrecked 
Crow From Almost Certain Death. 


This narrative has often been, published but 
as wo have not seen ft In the newapspers for 
Bore yoars, we presume many ol our readers 
bave elther savor seen lt or. have forgotten 1s, 
wo therafors republish. 

ltobert Dalo Gen In hia “Fontis on the 
Boundary of Another World," tells a merrel- 
lous story, Mr. Owon says that tho story was 
communicated to him ln July, 1830, by Capt. 
J. B. Clarke of the achooner Jolin Hallock, 
then Jylng at Rutgers allp, who tind it direct 
from Mr. Bruce himself, We finda that the 
J«hn Moock was then trading belwern New 
York and Santlara, Cuba 

Mr, Robert Bruco, born al Torbay, ín the 
soulh of England, and tere brod a 10 ^ BCA- 
farlog lite, in 1923, when about thirty years 
old, was Arnt mate on n Wurk trading Gelween 
Liverpool and $t. Jatin, N.B On une uf her 
wayages bound westward, belog then five or 
six wcoks out and having neared the eastern 
portlon of (he bnuks of Newfoundland, the 
captain and male had been on deck at noon, 
taking ap obsertatlon of the sun; ofter which 
they both descended ta caleulste thelr day's 
work. Tic cabin, n smal! one, was immedi- 
ately al. tho stern of the vegsel, and tho short 
stnirwny atvacendiog to it ran athwsrtshlipe. 
Immediately opposlie to this atalrway, Just 
beyond a amali square landing, was the male's 
stateroom; and from that landing there were 
twa doors, clase lo cach other, the ono open.

One exumple fust oceara of the transient 
visit of a poor drunken vagabond character, 
without either house or home, and who, 
having lived erratic and scarcely sane for 
many years, might well be considered a 
proper subject for that fixed and "polarized" 
mental condition, ao hard to recover from, 
to which Mrs. Spence alludes. Yetoven ho 
gave indications of & hopeful atate, Not 
many weeks after hia old and whiskey 
scorched body had been In!d in the “Potter's 
Field,” he suddenly and unexpectedly -ash- 
ed the semblance of his form before the :

While the revelations through 
mediums nnd clalrvoyunta appear to bo so 
much nt variance, we are fond of reasoning 
inthis manner: The world in which we 
now live, allowing for imperfections not 
yet outgrown, appears to bo developed har- 
monausly and ratlonal]y.

world in any other light, than as a higher 
outgrowth ond development from this one.

ing and receiving spiritual aid, 

There Was one spirit who wae almost gl 
ways near mo when the medium telping 
bund was around, who could speak to me 
mure cleily, or rather loudiy. than any of 
theotners, This was a murked cliaraeter 
in his way, and he nsed to afford mo much 
Kinusenent by his drolleries,--] canlid lard: 
jy call it wH. An instance occurs to ma aa 
tollowa: On this occasion he came along 
with n züuudfeat swagger whieh could be 
eixily detected in the tone of his address; 
and, after salutiug mns in an easy off-hand 
style, went on with a long rigmarole, com- 
mencing all pia wards with the letter p, fe.. 
when he could ;bul nt ullier tlines, he would 
elpa word, i Cur instance "pecause" for 
because, Then, presently, ne said that he 
lue been “sowing his peas” nnd hto mediate. 
ly after that he had. been mending bis p's 
and q'», Dut that the g's did'nt work well. J 
think that i hardly overstate the cake when 
l ntliris that the personality of this spirit 
was Well nigh as real and perfect ns if be 
had been visibly present with me in the 
tunteriat bod y,

Prof. IE, W.. jr., of thea Theological School,

But the condition 1n which I found my- 
soll, na to tho uae of my clalraudlent capaci 
ty, wag of à very mixed choracler. OjLen, 
as in the cases Just mentioned, 1 feli myaelf 
to be ILftod up into “heavenly placesr;" then 
again I would seem to be dropped Into what 
wha strongly suggestive of “the hells” as 
deacribed by Swedenborg, though In all this 
experlence of ining, T have never mot with 
anything that seemed falrly to Imply an 
entire want of the better qualttlea of the 
human heart In the unseen ones around me; 
n disposition to play upon my credulity, and 
otherwise to myatlfy and perplex ras, seam- 
ed to ba the zT: perversity of those 
spirita.

In Sydney, Melbourne, and mane of the 
prince towns af Victoria, I hive lectured 
to immense and enthusiastic audiences;— 
moet with hosts of frienda, many of. whom 
have wound around my heart the tendril 
of a life-long affection; I have esporicgetd 
more thau an ordinary share of cofnpll-

predecessors, and charge In general euch 
nominal fees at our Sunday evening mett- 
Inga as three penes, sixpence, and. one shil- 
ling.tay readers may guess Luat my magni- 
cent two-thuusand audiences could not go 
very far in exceeding all the demands made 
upon us. When every expense is to be mat 
by the attractions of tha speaker. and that 
at the most Inconsiderate possible entrance 
fees, — when that speaker comes a stranger, 
too, w the cuatorns of. the place, and" that 
from countries where associated numbers 
assume ali theae reaponsibilities, tha urgent 
necessity for organized uid, for foreign tnis. 
alonaries. will be at once apparent. 


On the other hand. no one has had a more 
bilter experience than I have of the curse 
which "Assoclations" can (ntlict npu a 
great cause, until Its. members are individ 
ually converted in practica as well as pre- 
capt, to the faith they would impose upon 
others.

Yesterday I had an hour's inverview with 
Cut. Pycblynn, a Choctaw Indian, seventy. 
four years of age, tall, commanding, yet 
with a fate betokening kindly feeling and 

| entira singerity. Jlis grandfather was an 
Engish utlicer, but bis father und himself 

| liave been reared among Lie tribe of his 
father's aduption, and thatr langusge atid 

| usaned Were his fram his birth, modihed by 
large Intercourse with white people later In 
life. He has td the acquatfitagce and con. 
tdence of every President, from Jackson to 
our bime, aud within a inopntb President 

| Hayra waked him to atoy, after i business 
Interview, aud spend an hour in couyeraa- 
tion with him, thanking bim courtenusaly 
für the privilege. He la now a Presbyteri- 
an, noL sectarian jn fis spirit, and quite 
finallar with the religtous ideas and habita 
0f Lia Choctaw brethren. On those mattere 
l gained from him some curious and valu: 
alie Information, showing the prevalence 
an] recognition of eeership, clairvoyance 
and magnetic healing among our bretbren of 
the forest and hunting ground. 

Hie said that in bis chidtiosd, when shoot 
Jag birds with his bow and arrows, the gid 
chief esed to tell him bo ruasl some birds 
for his spirit ton, who wanted food, and bis 
doing so Impressed on his mind the real er- 
istenre and uoseen presence of achild who 
had been bis playmate.

dominant party in medicine, can establiah 
tho Homan Catholic church na our Btate aud 
national religion. The one ig equally replete 
aa tho other, In assumption and tiiret for 
powsr and domination.

In one instance, a full grown person 
was treated to n seesaw ride upon ono loaf 
of a strong kitchen table, whilst the madi- 
um's handa were upon the other. [n an- 
other case, tho person was upon the top 
of the table and the hands cf two child-me- 
diums resting lightly upon tha adge—the 
thie was a sildlag oue, over quite à large 
space of tho floor. 

INTERSTING TRATA. 


We had somo quita interesting resulta In 
the way of testa througli tho mediums thus 
developed. Thia was especially the caso [n 
the family of my eldest sister, nearly all of 
thea mombera of which wore more or loss 
mediumiatic. Onoof the children, Flora 
b7 name, who was only about wie dare 
old, became a remarkably good writing- 
medium, although aa yet ghe kad not learned 
to write inanatural way. She would sit in 
anr circles, being apparently in à partlally 
abnormal condilion, atid would not on] 
write put plain messages from nur spirit 
friends, but also often very closely [n the 
handwriting they used upon earth, And 
yet tho girl herself could not oven read 
writing of any kind. It was this medium- 

, writing of Flora that had much to do with 
'canvinring my parents of the truth of the 
claim. For they knew perfectly wol} that 
she could not write nt all tn the natural 
way, yet almost any time when she would 
hoppen in ut our howe, she could be mada 
to write characteristic messages from splrit 
friends of the family, Another intereslin 
event occurred lo my sister's family ns fol- 
lows: We were haying aatrictly family clr. 
cle, the children belng the principal medi- 
uma, the eldest of which waa only about 
iifteen yeara of age. Our communications 
were now being received through the aipba- 
bet and table-tippings. Our splrit felends, 
J in Sid aere to our request, had undertaken 
to spell oul the principal guardlan-helper of 
eaoh onsof ve. 
in reguiar order untill lt camo to my aister 
to inquire who was her chief guardlan apir- 
it, when a namo was spelled out that noone 
of us could recognize as belonging closely 
to the family. Hut on Hired AC my alg- 
ter herself, 1 observed that she was alttin 
allont, and deeply thoughtful, the cause o 
which as sübaseguentiy made known to nie, 
waa thla: Tho toortni life of her first-born 
child was quite brief, consisting of but a 
few hours only, Hence no earthly name 
wan given lt; but yat the mother hersolf 
had, lu her own quist thought, chosen a 
name for lt but wihloh she had kept entíro- 
iy to herself, not imparting it even to her 
husband; and x that vary name was now 
‘given back to her through the mediumship 
of ouildcen born years gftorwatda, as her 
present chief guardian spirit] 

The final results of my sojourn In this 
laco was, that about one-half o? the fami- 
lea had become more or less interealed in 

Bplritualiam: and in quiie a number uf 
these a sufficleney of medium power had 
been developed Lo enable tem successfully 
to keep up their home eíreles. And this, 
let me ndd, as the accumulated result of 
more than twenty-five yenra' experience in 
the generat Held of Splritunlisz, I regard 
us the true method of a natural and healthy 
growth of our faith. Nol, however, but 
that a public mediumship’ bas its import- 
inj used, bnt yel it must be eonfessed that 
this ishut too often of a character extreme- 
ly unsatisfactory, sometimes repulaive even 
to the earnest and affectionate noul seeking 
for a proof of the actun! and near life of 
inylalble dear ones. But when the proof ts 
gought Ina wisely arranged circle composed 
of the mambera of onea own family, or per. 
bapa with the addition of a few personn! 
friends, among nil of whom there pravalls 
a mutual confidence and a common sympa. 
thy, thon there la formed auch nn almos 
phere of home and alfectlonal life that It [s 
perfectly easy. aud natural*for our loved 
ones of the apirit life to come Into close re- 
lations with us, And whenever, under such 
"conditions—aus may very often be the case - 
&chnnnel of mediumlstic communication 
fs pponed, there [s ne fear for the rest; cur 
loved ones wiit soon mako themactves 
"known In a minner so clear and sábíafacto- 
ry that the pain of doubt. wil give place to 
a Joyful faith.

Now Job us 
suppose that this expectation {a fulfilled, 
‘and that he appears in our midst, Atonca, 
n comtulttee from the North wait: upon 
him, and say, to him: Jesus, we have ful 
füllled ai] your {njunstiona to your people, 
and therefore claim your asalstanco In our 
present (leree and bloody combat with our 
neighbors of the South, eapectally aga our 
cnuso ja Just; and we now tender you n com. 
mission as commander it: chief of our 
army, together with a splendid military 
unltorm, and a dner aword than the orie re- 
tontly presented to Güneral McClellan, But

On Be teat he thought he 
Baw a way out of the diMenlty, Fte in- 
formed me, that he tad 'recelved a letter 
from the Jeclure committee in Bangor, re 
questing the Buckaport Splrituullsta ta re- 
emsa me from my engagement, and allow 
tne toga to Bangor to lecture. Heeald that 
that would be a good thing Qnanetally for 
me, a8 the Hucksport committee uM. pay 
me for my full course of lectures, although 
it waa nut finished, and [ would nisu get 
full pay in Hangor 1-told him that there 
was not mony evough In Bangor and Buck- 
sport Logitüer to induce me to leaye Buck- 
dier unii my Inbora were Anished, and 
that 1 would Naish my courseof lectures 
there, or dle In the attempt.

Asa part of tha history of these eventa, 
it la proper that I should state, that, from. 
the time of my first entrancement on Thurs. 
day morning untl) 1 closed my Jectures on 
sunday night, I neither ate nor drank any- 
Hing except, once a day. a small teacup of 
warm water with a lump of sugar dissolved 
init. Ihad.no deslrefor more. Although 
I came out of the ürst deep trance of Zey- 
en hours duration, in which I seamed 
nore like a dead than a living person, yet 
during all the rest of the time, from Thurs- 
day to Sunday night, I was onder nplrit in- 
fluence, and remained utterly Indifferent to 
aH my e&urroundings, sitting in my room 
alone, perfectly quiet, and without any 
thought or interest in any thing.

Cone 
ucious, thoughtful souis therefore instead 
of pleading uf Gad to do this vr that, rever- 
ently render gratitude and thankagivings tg 
the intuite Father and Mother of us all, 
And while thay thauk God, they invoke the 
presence and the aid of angels and. aympa- 
thizipg ministering spirits, and they also 
pray for bhe dead: for the morally dead in 
this world and forthe so-called dead in the 
lower spheres In the pirlik word.”
